Memorial 


in Edinburgh Hae Been 
‘ Closed to Public 

The monument to Sir Walter Scott, 
in Princes Street, Edinburgh, describ- 
fed as the finest memorial ever raised 
}to an individual memory, is unsafe fn 
its highest parts. 

Edinburgh Town Council have per- 
manently closed the upper portion to 
the public. 

It would cost thousands for scaf- 
folding alone to effect repairs. Some 
of the higher stones weigh a ton. 

The monument, a Gothic structure 
200 feet high, is adorned with 32 sta- 
tuettes of the most striking of Sir 
Walter’s characters. Under the can- 
opy is a statue of Scott with his fay-
